2. Claims 1-3 and 5-14 are allowable. The restriction requirement between among 
patentably distinct groups, as set forth in the Office action mailed on March 3, 2009, has 
been reconsidered in view of the allowability of claims to the elected invention pursuant 
to MPEP § 821 04(a). The restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any 
claim that requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. Claims 15 and 16, 
directed to the light-emitting device further comprising a thin film transistor, is no longer 
withdrawn from consideration because the claims require all the limitations of an 
allowable claim. However, claims 17 and 18, directed to a display, is withdrawn from 
consideration because the claims do not require all the limitations of an allowable claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is 
advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is 
anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present 
application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 
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Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are 
no longer applicable. See In reZiegler, 443 F.2d 121 1, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32

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With respect to claims 1-3 and 5-16, the prior art of record neither anticipates nor 
renders obvious all the limitations of the base claim 1, including: wherein a light-emitting 
layer which contains a metal oxide semiconductor porous body, by the surface of which 
an organic light-emitting material is supported, and is provided between the first and 
second electrode, and wherein a functional group in the organic light-emitting layer is 
esterified with a hydroxyl group on the surface of the metal oxide semiconductor porous 
body, such that the organic light-emitting material is chemisorbed to the surface of the 
metal oxide semiconductor porous body. Claims 2, 3 and 5-16 depend from claim 1 , 
and thus are also allowed for the same reasons.
